As the result 
of this attitude of the company it is 
clearly apparent that it will be neces­ 
sary to summon additional troops to 
guard th** company’s property. 
It is 
expected that the Seventy-first and 
Seventh regiments of New York city 
will be ordered out today and Major 
General O’Rvan says if necessary he 
will call the entire state guard, mini- 
tiering IS,out) men. 
There are 3,000 
militiamen now on duty. 
The strikers have offered to return 
to work at once providing company 
will recognize their union and then al­ 
low the other differences to be settled 
by arbitration later. 
Inasmuch as the 
strikers have had decidedly the best of 
the matter thus far, the authorities 
believe that th«* company should take 
steps to meet the men half way. 
The company claimed to haw* 1.5uo 
strik** breakers ready for duty, and in 
spit** oi tin* requests of the city offi­ 
cials yesterday afternoon attempted lo 
move cars on the Main street line. The 
result was similar to that of other 
days. 
The mobs attacked the cars, 
drove off the strike breakers ami beat 
them. The troops charged the crowds 
and finally drove them back. 
That 
ended efforts to move ears for a couple 
of hours. 
Later another attempt was made 
and the resuit was more serious.
